WHEN TO SPRAY AND WHAT TO USE. 


The following brief directions for the spraying of fruits and vegetables have been compiled as the result of several years’ experimenting with 
different materials, and it is believed they can be followed without injury to the crops, and with profit tothe owner. It will pay to spray all fruit 


plants in the spring with copper sulphate solution, and the second and third applications, as given, can generally be made with profit. 


Never 


spray with arsenites while the trees are in blossom, as the bees will be poisoned; they are necessary to fertilize the flowers.
